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(57) Abstract: A non-invasive ocular therapy for vision 
disorders is provided. First and second electrodes of 
a direct current source are electrically contacted so as 
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about 10,000-12,000 hertz. Advantageously, the subject 
therapy is augmented via application of light energy 
to the eye(s), as well as by the application of infrasonic 
sound waves directly into eyes. 
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
